To  His  Worship  the  Mayor 

and  all  members  of  the  Council 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1966, 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

On  comparing  1966  with  19&5  it  will  be  noted  that  the  population 
as  a  whole  has  increased  by  some  two  hundred  and  eighty  persons  despite 
the  fact  that  the  number  of  live  births  was  slightly  less  than  in  1965, 
and  that  the  number  of  deaths  had  increased  in  comparison  with  that 
year,  thus  although  the  natural  increase  in  the  population,  taking  into 
account  live  births  and  deaths  only,  accounts  for  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  additional  persons  in  the  population.  It  thus  means  that  appx-ox- 
imately  one  hundred  and  forty-one  people  have  moved  into  the  area  from 
other  parts.  I  feel  that  this  is  a  good  trend,  which  it  is  to  be  hoped 
will  continue  in  the  succeeding  years,  as  there  is  a  need  for  the 
population  in  Radcliffe  to  increase  if  it  is  to  remain  as  a  viable 
community. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  is  too  small  to  be 
of  any  significance,  but  is  none  the  less  welcome. 

Again  if  comparison  is  made  with  the  previous  year,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Coronaj?y 
disease,  and  much  more  so  from  bronchitis,  which  only  emphasises  the 
point  that  the  public  must  be  educated  to  the  idea  that  rot  only  must 
the  atmosphere  be  rendered  as  clean  as  possible,  but  that;  other  causes 
such  as  smoking  IsadB  in  the  long  term  to  chronic  chest  conditions  such 
as  bronchitis,  which  can  cause  death,  and  in  many  cases  could  be  avoided 
if  reasonable  precautions  were  taken  early  in  life. 

With  regard  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  it  will  be 
seen  again  that  the  major  disease  was  Measles,  and  this  will  not  be 
brought  under  control  until  a  safe  vaccine  is  available,  this  m ay  not 
be  so  far  off  and  perhaps  in  the  next  two  to  three  years  it  will  be 
possible  to  conquer  this  disease  also. 

There  should  be  no  relaxation  in  the  protection  of  our  children 
against  those  diseases  which  are  now  controllable,  such  as  Diptheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis.  Once  again  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  have  been  notified  during  the  past  year,  which  only  indicates 
that  we  should  not  be  too  complacent  about  eradicating  this  condition, 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Council,  Senior 
Officers  and  especially  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
encouragement  and  support  during  the  year  under  review.

IN  THE  AREA 


The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
ie  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  local 
health  services  such  as  Child  Welfare,  Mental  Health,  Care  of  School  Children, 
and  Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Uelfore  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  are  administered  under  the 
Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12 
from  Headquarters  in  Bury. 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committees.  Patients  are  admitted 
without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 
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standards  of  environmental  health. 

These  services  include:- 

Control  of  Infectious  Diseases  (including  Food  Poisoning). 
Provision  of  suitable  water  supplies.

The  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to.ho"®e®’ 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  P 
sanitary  conveniences.

and  all  members  of  the  Council 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  my  annual  report  on  matters  concerning  environmental 
health  and  on  the  v/ork  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  during  the 
year  1966. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  was  continued  early  in  the  year  with  the 
inspection  of  eighty-six  premises  in  the  second  phase  of  the  St.  Thomas’ 

Area.  These  were  later  included  in  the  St.  Thomas'  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  No.  2,  1966. 

Following  previous  action  under  slum  clearance  procedure,  one  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  undertakings 
that  houses  would  not  be  relet  for  habitation  were  accepted  in  five  cases. 

Progress  in  this  field  since  1955  can  be  assessed  when  it  is  realised 
that  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  houses  had  been  demolished  up  to  the  end 
of  1966,  with  at  that  time  a  further  one  hundred  and  eight  houses  included 
in  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  awaiting  confirmation. 

With  the  Council's  decision  to  again  pursue  a  clean  air  policy,  after 
uncertainties  of  fuel  supplies  etc.  had  delayed  the  programme  for  over  two 
years,  a  fourth  area  containing  five  hundred  and  thirty-one  premises  was 
surveyed  and  included  in  Number  4  Smoke  Control  Order.  This  was  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  in  November,  1966  for  confirmation,  the  proposed  date  of 
operation  being  the  1st  November,  19&7*  4  decision  in  principle  to  follow 

this  with  a  much  larger  area  was  welcomed  by  all  concerned  with  atmospheric 
pollution  and  the  wish  for  clean  air. 

Over  seven  hundred  and  forty-six  complaints  received  at  the  department 
relating  to  housing  defects  and  conditions,  nuisances,  drainage  problems, 
water  supplies,  rodent  and  other  pest  infestations  and  other  matters  of  a 
varied  nature  were  dealt  with  in  addition  to  other  routine  inspections 
referred  to  in  the  report. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support,  the  Chief  Officers  for 
their  help  and  co-operation,  and  the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  share 
of  the  valuable  work  carried  out  during  the  year.

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SECTION  D  -  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  area  is  provided 
by  the  Irwell  Valley  Division  of  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks  Under¬ 
taking  and  is  mainly  upland  surface  water,  though  a  small  proportion 
is  derived  from  deep  wells. 

The  Ainsworth  area  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Bolton 
Corporation  gathering  grounds. 

The  responsibility  for  the  area  formerly  served  by  the  Irwell 
Valley  Water  Board  was  transferred  to  the  Bolton  Corporation  Water¬ 
works  Undertalcing  on  the  1st  April,  1963»  under  the  Bolton  Water 
Order,  1962  and  the  Bolton  Water  (Amendment)  Order,  1963* 

I  am  informed  by  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Water  Under¬ 
taking  that  during  the  year  an  additional  one  hundred  and  forty-nine 
yards  of  two  inch  and  one  hundred  aeid  twenty-four  yards  of  three  inch 
diameter  water  main  were  laid  to  existing  houses,  five  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  yards  of  two  inch,  one  thousand  and  three  hundred  and 
fifty-two  yards  of  three  inch  and  four  hundred  and  eighty-one  yards 
of  four  inch  diameter  water  main  were  laid  to  new  houses.  Also 
twenty-six  yards  of  two  inch  diameter  water  main  were  renewed. 

The  results  of  numerous  samples  taken  by  the  Water  Undertaking 
showed  that  the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of  excellent  quality, 

B.  Coli  being  absent  in  98.48%  of  the  potable  water  samples  tested. 

All  water  is  treated  before  passing  into  supply. 

No  special  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form 
of  contamination  and  from  tests  made  the  water  was  shown  to  have  no 
significant  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  water  from  the  public  supply  v/ere  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Health  Department.  Four 
of  these  were  unsat is factory  but  follcw-up  samples  after  action  by 
the  Water  Undertaking  proved  satisfactory. 

Since  October,  1964  the  Council  have  paid  grants  equal  to  the 
charges  of  the  Water  Undertaking,  subject  to  a  maximum  grant  of  £15 
towards  the  cost  of  providing  houses  with  separate  water  service 
pipes  where  supplies  to  houses  sharing  common  service  pipes  have 
proved  to  be  insufficient  for  the  domestic  needs  of  the  occupants. 

Twenty-eight  such  grants  were  approved  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  BATHS 


There  is  one  Swimming  Pool  measuring  seventy-five  feet  by  thirty 
feet,  the  depth  being  from  three  feet  six  inches  to  six  feet  six  inches. 
The  water  is  circulated  by  an  electrically  operated  pump  to  Bells 
pressure  filters.  Before  filtration,  alum  and  soda  are  added.  After 
passing  through  the  filter,  the  water  is  heated  and  aerated,  following 
which  it  is  chlorinated  before  being  returned  to  the  pool. 


Public  Baths  (continued) 

The  chlorine  and  chemical  treatment  is  controlled  by  regular 
estimation  of  the  pH  value  and  the  amount  of  available  chlorine. 

Regular  samples  of  water  are  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  to  ensure  that  the  water  is  maintained  to  a  satisfactory 
degree  of  purity.  Of  nine  samples  submitted  during  the  year,  two 
were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Since  some  of  the  dressing  cubicles  rare  situated  around  the 
pool  area,  this  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view,  renders  the 
pool  more  liable  to  contamination  from  incoming  bathers,  therefore, 
regular  swilling  down  of  the  side  walks  is  insisted  upon. 

It  was  agreed  by  the  Council  during  19&2  that  general,  improve¬ 
ments  were  needed  to  raise  the  standard  of  facilities  available  to 
a  modern  and  acceptable  level  and  the  decision  to  commence  a  complete 
modernisation  scheme  in  the  Autumn  of  196^  was  most  welcome.  After 
further  consideration  by  the  Council,  however,  it  was  decided  to 
build  a  complete  new  baths  in  the  Green  Street  area  commencing  in 
1965.  Unfortunately  this  could  not  be  commenced  during  19^5  due 
to  the  Government's  request  to  Local  Authorities  to  slow  down 
expenditure  on  projects  of  this  type.  Construction  of  the  new 
baths  commenced  in  September,  1966  however,  and  is  due  for  completion 
in  the  Spring  cf  1968. 

The  new  building,  when  completed  will  provide  a  swimming  pool 
measuring  cighty-two  feet  by  forty- two  feet  and  also  a  learner's 
pool  measuring  forty-one  feet  three  inches  by  twenty-four  feet. 

The  modern  amenities  to  be  provided  will  be  widely  appreciated 
by  the  general  public  and  welcomed  by  all  concerned  with  public  health. 

The  annual  return  showed  that  seventy-six  thousand,  nine  hundred 
and  eighteen  bathers  used  the  existing  pool,  including  twenty-one 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  seventy-nine  school  children. 

The  nine  slipper  baths  available  were  used  on  two  thousand, 
five  hundred  and  ninety-six  occasions,  plus  four  hundred  and  eleven 
occasions  by  old  age  pensioners  and  on  six  hundred  and  ninety  occasions 
by  workmen  from  the  Dano  plant. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  scheme  is  on  the  combined  system.  The  sewage 
disposal  plant  is  situated  off  Mount  Sion  Road  and  since  the  1st 
April,  195^5  has  been  controlled  by  the  Bolton  and  District  Joint 
Sewage  Board.  Treatment  is  by  precipitation  and  filtration. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  thirteen  new  houses  were 
connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage  (continued) 


There  were  four  hundred  and  fifteen  inspections  made  in  con¬ 
nection  v/ith  drainage  defects  and  the  complaints  of  blocked  drains 
etc.  were  dealt  with  by  the  Department.  The  employment  of  a  man 
for  the  prompt  release  of  blocked  drains  provides  a  valuable  service 
to  the  public.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Financial  assistance  has  been  given  for  the  conversion  of  privies 
to  fresh  water  closets  since  1921,  and  a  corresponding  grant  was 
sanctioned  in  May,  1938  for  the  conversion  of  waste  water  closets* 

At  present  a  grant  of  £15  or  half  the  cost,  whichever  is  the  lower 
is  payable  to  owners  towards  the  cost  of  each  conversion  carried  out  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  department. 

During  1966  eleven  conversions  of  waste  water  closets  were  carried 
out,  and  two  were  replaced  by  inside  toilets  by  owners  receiving  a  Standard 
Grant.  A  further  four  waste  water  closets  were  eliminated  by  slum  clearance. 

Owners  of  property  having  this  type  of  sanitary  accommodation  have  been 
notified  individually  of  the  Council’s  wish  to  have  these  fittings  replaced 
as  soon  as  possible  by  fresh  water  closets  and  of  the  generous  grant  available 

Similarly  with  regard  to  ashpits,  owners  are  encouraged  to  have  these 
converted  to  other  purposes  or  alternatively  demolished  or  bricked  up.  In 
this  case  the  Council  provide  the  first  dustbin  free  of  charge. 

Two  ahspits  were  converted  during  the  year,  necessitating  the  provision 
of  two  dustbins  by  the  Council.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Resulting  from  the  frequent  observations  of  the  seventy  industrial 
chimneys  within  the  town  and  the  investigations  of  any  excessive  emission 
of  smoke,  interviews  take  place  with  both  the  management  and  the  boiler- 
house  staff  of  industrial  premises.  Improvements  carried  out  during  the 
year  resulting  from  these  interviews  have  again  been  responsible  for  a 
reduction  of  visible  pollution  from  such  sources. 

Radcliffe  is  represented  on  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Clean 
Air  Council,  The  National  Society  for  Clean  *iir,  and  is  a  participating 
authority  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire  Consultative 
Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution.

With  a  total  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  premises 
subject  to  smoke  control,  reasonable  progress  wa.s  being  made  but  with  the 
receipt  of  Circular  69/63  in  December , 1963  informing  Local  Authorities  of 
the  expected  fall  in  supplies  of  gas  coke,  a  fourth  Smoke  Control  Order 
already  submitted  to  the  Ministry  was  withdrawn  and  a  decision  cn  future  policy 
was  deferred. 

Due  to  assurances  regarding  the  availability  of  combined  supplies  of 
smokeless  fuels  in  the  future,  the  Council  later  agreed  to  pursue  the 
establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  and  a  fourth  Smoke  Control  Order  was 
made  in  November,  1966  under  the  revised  provisions,  permitting  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  more  expensive  but  more  efficient  appliances.

To  enable  the  Rodent  Operator/Handynan  to  devote  more  time  to 
rodent  control,  it  became  necessary  during  the  year  to  appoint  an 
assistant.  This  has  ensured  that  all  complaints  of  infestations 
received  at  the  Health  Department  are  promptly  investigated  and 
treatments  carried  out  as  required. 

A  free  service  is  given  to  tenants  of  domestic  properties  but 
a  charge  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  business  premises. 

Regular  surveys  of  the  river  banks,  tips  and  open  spaces  are 
made  by  the  operators.

There  are  eight  premises  registered  within  the  District  where 
rag  flock  or  other  filling  materials  may  be  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  bedding,  toys,  etc.,  and  four  premises  licensed  where  such 
filling  materials  may  be  manufactured  or  stored. 

Inspections  showed  that  these  premises  and  the  conditions 
existing  were  satisfactory. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

The  above  Act  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1965} 
requires  all  scrap  metal  dealers  to  be  registered  by  the  local 
Authority.  The  Department  is  not,  however,  required  to  enforce 
any  other  sections  of  the  Act.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  RED  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Most  of  the  main  provisions  of  this  Act  come  into  operation 
on  the  1st  August,  1964,  but  from  the  1st  May,  1964,  the  Act 
required  the  registration  of  premises  where  persons  are  employed 
in  offices,  shops  and  railway  premises. 

The  Act  makes  fresh  provision  for  securing  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  such  premises. 

During  the  year  nine  premises  were  registered  and  there  were

MILK  SUPPLY 


i.ll  milk  supplies  in  the. Borough  have  been  regularly  sampled 
by  the  County  Council  officers  during  the  year.  Seventy  samples 
were  taken  and  all  but  one  were  satisfactory,  this  being  deficient 
m  milk  fat ,  resulting  in  the  farmer  being  prosecuted. 

Brucella_  abortus  -  Where  positive  results  are  received  in 
respect  of  milk  samples,  the  milk  from  each  individual  cow  in 
the  herd  is  submitted  for  examination  at  the  Laboratory,  by  the 
Health  Department.  Where  the  results  of  these  prove  to  be 
positive  it  is  ensured  that  the  milk  from  the  affected  animals  is 
subjected  to  heat  treatment  before  sale.  One  hundred  and  forty- 
three  individual  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  by  the 
Department  during  the  year. 


MEAT  SUPPLY
